Reports that Bruges already has fallen and that 


Zeebrugge has been evacuated, are generally cred- 
ited, but have not been confirmed officially.

understood positions five miles west of Zeebrugge 
have been captured. 


British troops continued to advance on the 


whole 30-mile front between the Sensee canal and 
the Lys river, Field Marshal Haig announced to- 
day. 


Additional progress has been made east of 


Douai and several villages have been captured 
southeast of that city.

of the United States Ordnance de- 
partment and signed by a first lieu- 
tenant of ordnance. 


A majority o£ the employees have 


gone straight to the managers of the 
local furniture factories and ahoived 
their letters, all of which are worded 
the same. The manager of one fur- 
niture factory has forwarled the Ipt- 
ters his employees received, to Wash- 
ington, with the demand that there 
be an explanation, because if fac- 
tories on 
war work can 
willfully 


claim 
laborers in other industries, 


they feel that they may as well quit 
business. 


The letters, which have been re- 


ceived here, are based oh the as- 
sumption that the men to whom thpy 
were addressed formerly worked for 
the Connersville Furniture company. 
It is said to be 
thp case, however, 


that without exception, none of these 
workmen, who received the extra- 
ordinary command to report at (Vin- 
nersville for duty, ever worked for 
the Connersville Furniture company. 


Local manufacturers believe that

is where the ordnance depart- 


ment has been duped, because appar- 
ently the 
author of these letters, 


Lieutenant George W. Burns, head of 
the labor section of the ordnance de- 
partmet in this district, was told that 
the letters were 
being addressed to 


former employees of the Connersville 
Furniture factory. 


These letters, which were signed 


by G. S. Haycock as production man- 
ager of the Connersville

company, in addition to being signed
